There are times in law enforcement sit­ 
uations when a criminal known to be guilty 
of a specific crime goes free. Statue of lim­ 
itations, cooperation in apprehending oth­ 
ers more guilty than he and ill health are 
a few of the legitimate reasons by which 
punishment may be tempered with jus­ 
tice and compassion. 
Other excuses for criminal activity are 
not so easily overlooked. One which every 
noted law enforcement officer in the coun­ 
try has begged be disallowed is the prohi­ 
bition against use of wiretap evidence 
against an accused, even if the alternative 
is to let a guilty man go free. 
From the wording of the Federal Com­ 
munications Act which bans “interception 
and divulgence” of telephone calls or other 
interstate communications, the Justice 
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Departm ent has ruled it is permissable to 
use wiretaps in protection against certain 
crimes and national security, but they are 
not admissable as evidence in court. 
Unless clues thus obtained can produce 
other evidence of an admittable nature, no 
a c c u s e d may be confronted with d a m ­ 
aging admissions he m ade in a phone con­ 
versation. 
Advocates of wiretapping i n s i s t they 
would restrict its use to m ajor crimes, but 
traditionally expediency has managed to 
keep chipping away at individual liberties 
once the foot of government intervention 
has been placed in the door. 
At the moment public opinion is moving 
almost unnoticeably toward greater use of 
electronic listening devices, but the under­ 
tow of opposition is a strong anchor.

It is no effort to rise be­ 
tween the acts to walk out for a 
smoke, but then a smoke is a hab­ 
it while the National Anthem is of 
the soul. 
Again, there are the high brows 
who object to the National Anthem 
because, they say, it is not good 
music. However, they find Shosta­ 
kovich good music even if it is 
noisy and 
they 
veritably 
swoon 
over Aaron Copland. 
When you think about it. does a 
national anthem have to be glor­ 
ious music, such as Sibelius’s “ Fin­ 
landia” ? “ God Save the King (or 
Queen)” has h e l p e d to bind lo­ 
ge’her the B r i t i s h p<>onio and 
it is not even exciting miiM\ A 
national anthem is a symbol of 
love, of devotion.

to be a mark of superiority to run 
down 
patriotism 
in 
any 
form. 
I hear of a woman who annually 
goes to Soviet Russ.a. She is not 
a Communist, speaks no Russian, 
is ignorant about international af­ 
fairs, bu: she thrills at being able 
to say that she had done the un­ 
usual She believes that makes her 
an 
intellectual or something. 
I 
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know of a man who is humiliated 
at the thought of being regarded 
as a patriot. 
He is an internationalist, a citi­ 
zen of the world, without a race or 
faith. It is difficult to discover what 
such people have in their souls. 
They must he bom hating their 
mothers. 
And so one goes back to the N a­ 
tional Anthem. The “ Ha lkvah” of 
Israel is a tune taken from Sm et­ 
ana’s “ Moldau.” The words were 
written by Naphtali Herz Imbcr 
whom I knew as a child. It was 
written in Hebrew winch 
lm ber 
used with living fluency. The “ Hat* 
ikvah” played an enormous role 
in the developing of an ideal for

homeland in Israel. If it can be 
said that a song could give birth 
to a nation, the “ Hatikvah” would 
be a living example.

It depends upon the 
period and the depth of emotional 
en:anglement between the individ­ 
ual and his country. When ’“ The 
Star - Spangled Banner’” brings 
tears to one’s eyes or a lump in 
the throat, it has nothing to do with 
the q ii a I i t y of the music. It is 
something in the character and cir­ 
cumstances of the man. 
Perhaps the 
weakness 
of our 
country lies in the selfishness of 
its people — their self centered­ 
ness. This unquestionably is the 
result of two forces, the emphasis 
on individualism and the em p h a­ 
sis on internationalism since Wood­ 
row Wilson was President. Some­ 
thing wholesome was taken out of 
the American character when pat­ 
riotism became, not quite a dirty 
word, but one which is not used in 
public by sophisticated adults. 
That “ something” must be put 
back by flag and anthem and other 
symbols of American life. It needs 
to be emphasized that we are a 
great people with a wonderful tra ­ 
dition 
and 
history. 
Too 
many 
Americans are devoted to other n a ­ 
tions. either as hyphenates or as 
toadiers to alien cultures.
